I was in a very weakened condition be- 
fore I was finally sent to a real prison 
camp m Rastatt Germany 
There the 


stars gleamed mueh brighter for the 
German ration was supplanted by food 
sent bj the American Red Cross* 


"The Red Cross also clothed us 
In 


fact had it not been for this organi- 
zation we would have become little— 
darned little—tetter than beasts of 
prey for even as it was tho heaviest 
eaters couldn't believe in the lasting 
quality of their apparent good fortune 
and they resorted to relieving 
their 


less hungry comrades of such food- 
stuffs as were left in sight or poorly 
concealed 


"But as I formerly stated the ever 


ready and unending activities of the 
Red Cross provided all our wants even 
to the extent of furnishing us luxuries 
that touid not be purchased anywhere 
in Germany for love nor money, soch 
as tobacco coffee, butter, soap, and a 
number of other things 
I certainly 


feel that I owe the Red Cross far more 
than I can ev er repay 
The Red Cross 


arranged for our movement out of 
Germany through Switzerland giving 
us refreshments at Basle. Berne and 
Geneva. 


On my return the first stopping 


place in France was V*chy, a noted re- 
sort and watering place for tourists 
There I stayed until the 
other 
day 


when I managed t» eel back to old 
Company D, which is at once my pride 
and haven 
There is no use in me 


wasting words trying to describe my 
feelings when I arrived for they were 
mixed acd many The boys all grasp- 


inquiring 


for those who had fallen in our fatal 
fight in the frowning shades 
and 


ghostly fogs of the Argonne forest T 
regret that I could throw but very 
little light on the sutject since I, too, 
suffered a slight set back that prevent- 
ed me following the fight up in detail. 
All I can say is that if there were any 
cowards in Company D 
thev 
died 


without letting anyone know it 
Our 


casualties -were not as heavy as they 
seemed and with all our losses thero 
will be a goodly sized company of us 
to parade back to our beloved Fayette 
county Of course there will he many 
vacant files when we march through, 
and I think we shall all unanimousty 
concur with Sherman in his contention 
about what war is 


"~We expect to be back

country soon and possibly vou will 
get a more detailed description of our 
part in this war which short as it 
was, had many and interesting adven- 
tures 


I must close mv letter trusting it

Supplied by th* Com- 


mlatary WKh Food. 


The service ef supply of the Amer- 


ican army receives a llnn'i share of 
praise for our victory. Needs ot men 
In the trenches and on the fighting 
lino were well cared for. Hot meals 
were served to them to an extent un- 
precedented in any other war. Under 
barrage nre and gas attacks, however, 
hot food ceuld not be carried farward. 
To meet this difficulty sealed con- 
tainers were provided, each holding 
sufficient food for 25 men for i. day. 
These containers were absolutely air 
tight to prevent poisoning of food by 
gas. They contained a dry, bard com 
bread, corned beef, corned-beef hash, 
roust beef, salmon., sardines^ salt, 
sugar and coffee solable in coi.tl .wa- 
ter, together with the necessary caa 
openers. Each container weighed 307 
pounds and was cleverly caroouLlaged 
for Its trip to the firing 'line. 
An 


emergency ration similar to the "Iron 
ration" of tbe British army was pro- 
vided for the Americans. This was 
the ration they carried over the top 
and used only In dire extremity. It 
consists of ground meat and wheat 
pressed Into n cake, aud a block of 
sweet chocolate. 
The cuke can be 


eaten dry or stirred I»to cold water. 
One cake boiled four minutes in three 
pints of water makes a nourishing 
Konp. in one plat ot water an accept- 
able porridge. The S. 0. S.' relied 
upon Its mighty accumulation of foods 
from America for everything except 
fresh vegetables. It was almost Inde- 
pendent In this respect, however, for 
J.fi.OU&.OOO pounds of dehydrated vege- 
table's were contracted for in the 
United States.—Thomas F. Logan In 
Leslie's.
